After the preparation which
has been in progress in the  United
States for the past yenr is shown, the
rest of the pleture s devoled to what
the Sammies are dolng In France,
tien, Pershing's landing and how he
wis greeted by high French officinls
are plctured In the flm, and Secretary
of War Baker's frst visit to the front
lines is also pictured. Gen, Pershing
and his staffl accompany the secrelary
on hie tour of Insxpection and are shown
on an avintion fleld Inspecting a num-
ber of alrplanes which nre sent up,

Though the names of all canton-
ments, ag well ns cities and towns, are
imitted in n number of cases the
seenes are quite familiay,

is the showing of the flrst Huns cap-
tured by the Ameriean boys and how
they were each Interviewed for vidua-
ple military. Information. Among these
prisoners were two officers, who turned
their backs to the camera when tho
pictures were taken, However, after

to see their faces they turned their
sonds over thelr shoulders and faced
the camera for a short time, (One
ooked very much lke the crown
prince.)
